Newark, N. J., January 10.—By tak- 
ing a seat at the leftinstead ofthe right 
side of President Charles §. Mellen 
at a meeting of the board of directors 
of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad, the late J. Pierpont 
Morgan blocked a $13,000,000 steam- 
ship transaction undertaken by Charles 
W. Morse, according to evidence given 
by Mr. Morse here today in proceed- 
ings instituted by his sister, Miss Jen- 
nie Morse, for the appointment of a 
receiver for the Metropolitan Steamship 
company, of which she is a stock- 
holder. 

Mr. Morse told of his offer to the 
New Haven railroad of $13,000,000 for 
the steamers Bunker Hill, Massachu- 
setts, Old Colony and several other 
vessels operated in Long Island sound, 
but said Mr. Mellen demanded }320,- 
000,000. 

“I saw Mr. Morgar and he promised 
to help me,” said Morse. “I heard no 
more about it, so I asked Mr. Mellen 
why the deal had not been put over. 

“"The deal was not put over, but 
Mr. Morgan’s wishes were carried out,’ 
Mr. Mellen told me. ‘When we have a

Signer of Constitution 
Of Confederate States 
Goes Into the Unknown 


-———— 


Jackson, Miss.. January 10.—Judge 
J. A. P. Campbell, said to be the last 
of the forty-nine original delegates to 
the Confederate States congress who 
signed the constitution of the Confed- 
erates States of America, died at his 
home here tonight. He was 87 years 
old. 
Judge Campbell was licensed to prac- 
tice law in Mississippi when but 1% 
ears of age, according to his auto- 
GClosraphy. When 21 he was elected to 
the Mississippi legislature and was 
speaker of the house of representatives 
five years later. He was a member of 
the constitutional convention which 
adopted the ordinance of secession and 
was an officer in the confederate army 
for three years, serving as captain, 
lieutenant colonel and colonel. . 

For several years he was_ circuit 
judge -and later was appointed to the 
state supreme court, serving for 18 
vears, when he retired. 

He was one of three commissioners 
appointed to codify the statutes of 
Mississippi in 1870, and in 1878 pre- 
pared a new legislative code of nearly

MEXICAN IS SAVED 
FROM FIRING SQUAD 
BY GEORGIA TROOPS 


El Paso, Texas; January 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) —For the first time the Georgia 
troops can tell their real°border story. 
Leopold Galeviz, one-armed and of 
Mexican birth, owes his life to the 
picket guard of the Fifth Georgia in- 
fantry commanded by Sergeant Joseph 


Galeviz was in the hands of a de- 
tachment of Carranza cavalry charged 
with being a Villa spy and was sen- 


tenced to be shot at sunrise Monday. 
He secured a stay of life by claiming 
knowledge of a cache of ammunition 
left in the mountains from the days 
when Villa and Huerta were compatri- 
ots. A Heutenant of Mexican cavalry 
with four men led Galeviz down the 
trail. Rock pile after rock pile was 
passed, but none bore the mystic sign. 
When the border was reached Galeviz 
dismounted very hurriedly and upheld 
his one hand for the protection of the 
American fla pinned against the 
monument on the border line, by the 
bayonet of Sergeant Avans. The refu- 
gee declared that he would die before 
he would return to his captors. It end- 
ed by the passing of a receipt labori- 
ously written in pencil by an interpre- 
ter recruited from a neighboring brick- 
yard for the person of the fugitive, 
whereupon the Carranza patrol turned 
and wended its way up the mountains. 

Upon delivery to immigration offi- 
cers in El Paso by Major AsaS. Candler, 
Galeviz proved that he had been an 
American citizen four years and claim- 
ed that he had been betrayed into the 
hands of enemies by a man with whom 


he had quarreled, and so he was re- 
leased.

Alderman Ewing’s motion recom- 
mending that the city employ an au- 
ditor to go over the various depart- 
ments and eliminate all useless book- 
keeping was adopted. His motion was 
made following the statement of Gra- 
ham West that the departments were 
being conducted in such a way as to 
often duplicate records of work done 
and money expended and it was his 
opinion that a new system, combining 
the bookkeeping and accounting of the 
city under one department, would be of 
great benefit to the city in a financial 
way. 

Considerable discussion was indulged 
in by the committee relative to the cut- 
ting off of positions in the departments. 
It was the sense of the majority that 
the offices that are not needed should 
be eliminated, but, as Chairman Kelley 
expressed it, “How are we to find 
what offices are not needed? I am in 
favor of cutting out useless positions, 
but do not favor cutting the salaries 
of men who are now employed.” 

$18,000 Cut in Salaries. 

On motion of Alderman Dunlap, sec- 
onded by Alderman Spratt, the commit- 
tee cut out $18,000 from thé estimate 
of salaries needed for the construction 
department. This department asked for 
$43,000 for salaries of administrative 
officers, Alderman Dunlap proposed 
that a lump sum of $25,000 be given 
Henry Collier, chief of construction, 
for administrative expenses and that 


he be requested to Keep these expenses 
within the limit set. 

Several items were added to the 
sheet. They included $20,000 for the 
completion of the Highland avenue 
sewer; $5,000 for the Aishby street sew- 
er; $6,000 for the Tenth street outfall 
sewer; $6,000 for the Proctor creek out- 
fall sewer; $720 for an assistant in the 
mechanical engineering department, or 
the smoke inspector; $3,982 for the com- 
pletion of the Spring street paving; 

2,000 for new lights in various parts 
of the city to be expended by June 1; 
$600 for one assistant at the public 
library; $240 for a messenger in the 
same department; $180 increa’se in the 
salary of the moving picture censor; 
$1,868 to complete the paving of Gor- 
don street from Whitehall to Lee; $5,000 
to pay the moral obligation outstanding 
against the city in the widening of 
the Peachtree street bottle neck some 
years ago; $120 increase in the salary 
of the operator of the addressograph 
machine in the water department; $660 
increase in the total salaries of three 
meter” readers in the water depart- 
ment, and $5,000 to buy additional mules 
for the sanitary department. The po- 
sition of deputy city marshal iwas also 
provided when the committee placed 
$1,500 back in the sheet for this office. 
It was eliminated at the meeting Tues- 
day. A cut of $4,150 was made in the 
payrolis of the street department. 


Money Needed by Schools, 


Most of the morning session was 
taken up with hearing from Major R. 
J. Guinn, president of the hoard of 
education, and a large committee, on 
the needs of the schools, and from RK. 
EF. Maddox, who talked on the payment 
of the moral obligations due by the 
city in the widening of the Peachtree 
streek bottle neck. 

Major Guinn, in making his request 
for more money, said that ‘800 high 
school students will have no seats next 
fall; 1,000 grammar school students 
will be without seats next fall; every 
negro teacher is now teaching two ses- 
sions per day, with sixty pupils to each 
teacher at each session; 5,000 negro 
children will be without seats next 
year.” 

He outlined the plan for four junior 
high schools, absorbing the first grade 
in the present high schools and the 
seventh grade in the grammar schools, 
and said this would partially relieve 
the congestion. 

“The present high school plants and 
the proposed junior high schools should 
be operated from 9 a. m. to 10 p. m.,” 
he stated. ‘‘At present these buildings 
are idle two-thirds of the time. The 
citv should be allowed to give free edu- 
eation when it can and not when it 
suits the convenience of those seeking 
this education.” 

W. H. Terrell gave the committee an 
itemized statement of the needs of the 
schools to relieve the congestion. His 
statement totaled about $300,000 above 
actual operating expenses for the de- 
partment. 

Mrs. George S. Obear, Jr., appeared 
with a delegation of ladies to ask for 
better facilities for the Moreland ave- 
nue school. Mrs. V. H. Kriegshaber, 
who was in the delegation, asked the 
committee to provide $100 to operate 
two penny lunch kitchens in two of 
the schools where the children rarely 
have enough lunch.

MOB THREATENS LIFE 


OF KENTUCKY JUDGE 


For Postponing Negro’s Trial. 
State’s Attorney Also Men- 
aced—Judge Yields. 


Paducah, Ky., January 10.—The lives 
of Circuit Judge Charles Bush and 
Commonwealth’s Attorney Denny Smith 
were threatened by a mob at Murray, 
Ky., today when the case of Lube 
Martin, a negro, charged with killing 
Guthrie Duigiud, a white man, was 
continued until the next term of court, 
according to reports reaching here. 

When those persons in the court 
room learned of the continuance grant- 
ed Martin and of his removal to Hop- 
kinsville, according to the reports 
reaching here, a large crowd immedi- 
ately surrounded the judge and com- 
monwealth’s attorney, demanding that 
the negro be brought back for trial 
immediately, threatening if this was 
not done, to lynch both. Attorneys on 
both sides are said to have agreed, in 
the face of the situation which threat- 
ened, to have the negro brought back 
here in the morning and placed on 
trial. 


GERMAN CONSUL GUILTY 
OF BOMB CONSPIRACY 


San Francisco, January 10.—Franz 
Bopp, German consul general here, and 
four of his attaches or employees were 
found guilty tonight by a jury in the 
United States district court of having 
violated the country’s neutrality. 

All five defendants were accused of 
having planned to blow up munition 
plants in America and Canada, steam- 
ships carrying to the entente allies, 
railroad bridges and military trains. 

Two actions were consolidated in the 
trial. The defendants were charged 
with a violation of the act of July 2, 
1890, by conspiring to restrain inter- 


state and foreign cOmmerce by de- 
stroying factories, railroads and steam- 
ships. The other action was for al- 
leged violation of sections 13 and 37 
of the United States criminal code in 
conspiring to set on foot and to pro- 
vide and prepare means for a military 
enterprise to be carried on from with- 
in the United States against the terri- 
tory and dominion of the king of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

Besides Bopp the defendants were 
E. M. von Schack, vice consul; Wil- 
helm von Brincken, J. F. van Kool- 
bergen, Margaret BH. Cornell, Charles 
Cc. Crowley and Louis J. Smith. Van 
Koolbergen was out of the country and 
could not be brought here to stand 
trial, as his alleged offense was non- 
extraditable. Smith was the govern- 
ment’s star witness. 

The grand jury investigated the al- 
leged conspiracy the latter part of 1915 
and the indictments were filed Febru- 
ary 14, 1916, and March 4, 1916. 

The cases went to the jury at 4 
p. m. The verdict was reached at 8:30 
p. m. Smith, technically a defendant, 
was given immunity for testifying for 
the government. 

Bopp and von Schack were released 
on their own recognizance. Mrs. Cor- 
nell, Crowley and Von_ Brincken, who 
were required to give $19,000 bonds at 
the time of their indictment. were 
given their liberty on those bonds. The

According to witnesses, the little 
girl, together with little Estelle Ans- 
ley, was preparing to skate down the 
long grade at the intersection of these 
streets.

ERMAN RAIDER 


SENT 10 BOTTOM 


New York Hears Raider 
Was Sunk in Atlantic by 
British Warship—No De- 
tails of Fight Given. 


New York, January 10.—Persistent 
rumors that a German raider was met 


in the Atlantic and sunk by a British 
cruiser yesterday afternoon were cur- 
rent today in well-informed steamship 
circles. Details are lacking as is the 
identity of the vessels engaged and the 
location of the encounter. 

The Lamport and Holt line, owners 
of the steamship Voltaire announced 
that rumors had reached them that 
their vessel was in a Bermuda port. 

Line officers said they had heard that 
the Voltaire, after capture by a Ger- 
man raider, had been recaptured and 
taken to Bermuda. 

The Voltaire left Liverpool Novem- 
ber 28 for New York. 

Cable advices from London Decem- 
ber 9 told of reports that a German 
raider had succeeded in getting through 
the British cordon around the North 
Sea. The raider was described as a ves- 
sel of about 4,000 tons, 335 feet long 
and with a 45-foot beam, well armed 
and fitted with torpedo tubes.

Of the Civil War Days 
Will Again Be Issued 


Government Has Recourse 
to Greenbacks to Meet De- 


Years. 


Washington, January 10.—A new is- 
sue of $1 and $2 greenbacks of civil 
war days, discontinued more than thir- 
| ty years ago, will be put into circula- 
tion probably about February 1, dis- 
placing similar United States notes of 
larger denomination to provide relief 
from the unprecedented demand for 
;small paper money. The treasury de- 
partment announced tonight that the 
issue had been decided on because sil- 
ver certificates, the ordinary bills of 
$1 and $2 denomination, could not be 
issued under the law in sufficient quan- 
tity to meet the demand. 

A limit of $346,681,016 to the amount 
of outstanding federal notes was fixed 
by law in 1878 after the greenback had 
become an issue {n politics, and had re- 
sulted in the birth of a new national 
party, backed largely by the farmers 
of thé west and south. No greenbacks 
have been issued isnce 1885, and the 
amount of outstanding $1 and $2 notes 
of that variety now is slightly over 
$3,000,000. There is, however, $102,445,- 
300 outstanding in United States notes 
of $10 denomination and higher and a 
portion of these will be retired and 
cancelled, dollar for dollar, to meet the 
new issue of small denominations. 

Big Demand for Paper Currency. 

“The demand for paper currency of 
the smaller denominations,” 
department’s announcement, “has al- 
ways been regarded by the treasury as 
an index to business conditions. For 
many months there has been a con- 
stantly growing demand for $1 and $2 
bills, until now it is impossible to meet 
‘the country’s needs in this respect by 
means of silver certificates, which for 
!more than thirty years have veen the 
jonly form of paper currency issued in 
$1 and $2 denominations, 

“As the supply of silver certificates 
is fixed by the number of silver dollars 
coined, such coinage having been dis- 
continued in 1904, it is only possible to 
increase the number of $1 and $2 sil- 
ver certificates outstanding by cancel- 
ling a corresponding number of silver 
certificates of large denominations. 
From July 1, 1915, to January i, 1917, 
the number of $1 and §$2 silver certifi- 
cates increased from 234,587,301 to 
$284,826,786. This was offset principal- 
ly by a decrease in the amount of out- 
standing silver certificates of the de- 
nominations of $10 and above, such a 
demand existing for $5 certificates that 
it has not been possible to retire them. 

Outstanding Silver Certificates. 


“In consequence of this conversion of 
large denominations to small there are 
now outstanding only about $30,000,000 
of silver certificates of more than $5 
in value, and conversions of large de- 
nominations to those of small denom- 
inations have become increasingly slow- 
er and more difficult. As the demand 
continued and became more pressing. it 
became necessary for the secretary to 
look to another source, and conseyuent- 
ly he has invoked for the first time the 
provisions of the act of March 4, 1907. 

“The aggregate amount of United 
States notes outstanding is limited by 
law to $346,681,016 and cannot be in- 
creased beyond that amount. However, 
as the amount of United States notes 
of denominations of $10 and upward 
‘outstanding on January 1, 1917, amount- 
‘ed to $102,445,300, it is evident that a 
{considerable increase can be made in 


™ithe number of $1 and $2 greetnbacks 
= outstanding by means of retirement and 


|cancellation of notes of higher denom- 
inations.”

New York, January 10.—The where- 
abouts of Harry K. Thaw, indicted 
here on a charge of kidnaping and as- 
saulting 19-year-old Fred Gump, Jr-, 
of Kansas City, Mo., remained a myS8- 
tery today to the district attorney and 
his corps of detectives who have been 


;searching for him, although directly 


or indirectly the police of all cities 
have received notice that he is wanted 
here. 

Unofficially the belief was expressed 
at the prosecutor’s office that Thaw 
had made his way to his home in Pitts- 
burg and there, under protection of his 
family, undoubtedly was being advised 
by competent counsel as to what course 
to pursue. The authorities here made 
detailed explanations as to how it hap- 
pened he slipped through their fingers 
when they were “hot on his trail,” both 
here and in Philadelphia shortly be- 
fore and after the indictment was found 
against him, 

‘ Thaw’s Escape Explained. 

His escape was explained by the fact, 
they® said, that since he was so well 
known they gave their chief attention 
to arresting the man known to them 
as George O’Byrnes, indicted jointly 
with Thaw on the kidnaping count. 
While waiting for an opportunity to 
catch O’Byrnes Thaw escaped. 

Shortly afterward a man answering 
the description the Gump boy had giv- 
en of Thaw’s companion, appeared at 
Thaw’s Philadelphia hotel and was ar- 
rested on the assumption that he was 
O’ Byrnes. He proved, however, to be 
Oliver Brower, formerly of Utica, N. Y., 
also associated with Thaw, but against 
whom there was no indictment. 

Although the arrest of Brower was 
at first a disappointment, the district 
attorney’s men say they found him 
valuable in developing their case. 

A number of documents and letters 
having an important bearing on Thaw’s 
relations with young Gump were found 


in Brower’s possession and some of this 
evidence was presented today before 
the grand jury. 
another indictment might result. 
Brower’s movements were traced, and 


it was found that subsequent to the al- 
leged assault on Gump he had gone to 
a New York hotel. A suit case 
there by Brower, having the letter “T”’ 
on it was seized by the district attor- 
ney. 

O’Byrnes Has Disappearcd. 

Meanwhile the authorities here say 
O’Byrnes has disappeared. They have 
no idea where he is and no better de- 
scription of him than that given by the 
Gump boy to guide them in the search. 

Frank P. Walsh, counsel for Gump, 
was in consultation throughout the day 
with Assistant District Attorney Black, 
who is presenting the case to the 
grand jury. He refused to give any 
further details of the information he 
has against Thaw, saying that since it 
was inextricably bound up with the 
matter now before the grand jury it 
would be improper for him to say any- 
thing at present. 

On advices from Pittsburg that the 
police there would not arrest Thaw 
unless they had a copy of the indict- 
ment against him Mr. Black tonight 
sent a copy to them. 

An indication that some of the shad- 
ows of Thaw’s career will be thrown 
over the coming proceedings when he 
has been arrested in the new case 
against him was seen in the presence at 
the district attorney’s office late to- 
day of John Lanyon, a detective who 
was active in gathering evidence that 
Thaw was insane. 

Lanyon was employed by William 
Travers Jerome, who, as district attor- 
ney, proscuted Thaw at the two trials 
on the charge of murdering Stanford 
White and who later acted for the state 
in an effort to get Thaw extradited 
from Canada. 

Lanyon uncovered evidence disclosing 
that Thaw had whipped girls in this 
city. 

Called Thaw “My Dear Master.” 


Philadelphia, January 10.—After his 
release on $1,200 bail today, the local 
authorities received a telegram from 
Assistant District Attorney Black, of 
New York, requesting them to hold 
Oliver F. Brower on the charge of

WOMEN SILENTLY PICKET 
WHITE. HOUSE GROUNDS 


To Get Wilson’s Attention. 
Carry Banners Inscribed 
With Suffrage Plea. 


————— 


Washington, January 10.—Twelve 
women with suffrage banners stood at 
the main gates of the white house 
grounds today, inaugurating what 
leaders of the Congressional Union for 
Woman Suffrage call mildly. militant 
“silent picketing” to force their cause 
upon President Wilson’s attention. 

“Pickets” were at the two entrances 
from 10 o’clock this morning until 
dark, tired ones being relieved from 
time to time, and tonight it was an- 
nounced that other gates would be 
guarded tomorrow and. daily until 
March 4, when the suffragists plan to 
bring their campaign for a federal 
‘amendment to a close with a big pa- 
rade. 

ine women, wearing yellow, purple 
and white ribbons across their chests, 
stood three on either side of the gates, 
over each of which was held a banner 
inscribed “Mr. President, what will you 
do for woman suffrage?’ 

White house officials and the city 
police made no effort to interfere ana 
it was said that as long as the women 
created no disorder no official atten- 
tion would be paid to them.

At intervals officers from Congfes- 
sional union headquarters walked in 
front of the white house to inspect the 
pickets.

This is the second of a series of five grip- 
ping articles by P. M. Van der Klei, a Hol- 
lander, who, after sixteen months of personal 
observation in Berlin and other German cit- 
ies, declares hig belief that Germany asks 
peace now because her government realizes 
that the moment of the nation’s complete 
collapse is near at hand. Mr. Van der Klel 
during his sixteen months in Germany was 
employed on the Berlin socialist newspaper, 
“Vorwards,”’ and his articles are the first to 
appear from Germany in which the situation, 
social and economic, is described in minute 
detail, and without partisan prejudice.— 
(Copyright, 1917.) 


Although on leaving Holland my, object 
was to reach Berlin, on arriving at Aix la 
Chapelle I found out that my ambition to 
attend Berlin university lectures could not be 
realized. So I at once started to search for 
lodgings. Rooming is very cheap in Aix la 
Chapelle. Many old widows who had been 
in the habit of making a living by keeping 
lodging houses are now on the verge of star- 
vation. 

I approached a police officer and asked 
his advice as to where I could obtain lodg- 
ing at a reasonably low price. That digni- 
tary told me that he was more interested in 
my “pass’’ than where I should get a lodging 
house. 

I handed him my “pass” at once and he 
was in the act of unfolding the precious 
document when he raised his eyes and, look- 
ing over the half-unfolded paper, he released 
himself of a volume of filthy epithets, ad- 
dressing these to two young ladies who had 
stopped within about four or five-yards of 
where we were standing. These two young 
women, no doubt, took me for a suspicious 
person whose “pass” the police was investi- 
gating. I had never in my life heard such 
a collection of filthy words from a human 
mouth. The two young women went their 
way without even a murmur of protest. I do 
not know how they would act in America, 
but in Holland two young women thus ad- 
dressed would have given such an unman- 


'nerly officer a good thrashing. 


STRANGERS NOT WANTED 


IN GERMANY. 

After having investigated my “pass” care- 
fully the officer handed it to me rudely and 
said, with a tone of contempt: “I am not a 
guide. Why don’t you stay in your country? 
Walk along, walk along!” 

I realized that I could not get any help 
from an officer, and so started to search for 
a room without such help. I stopped a mid- 
dle-aged woman in mourning dress and asked 
her to direct me to the residential section of 
the city. Evidently, from those few words 
she did not detect my foreign accent and 
took me to be a young German. She raised 
her sharp eyes to the top of my hat, then 
her eyes shot down, ending at the tips of my 
shoes. Then she looked me in the eye and 
said: “A field-gray uniform fits you well!” 
Poor woman! Perhaps she has lost some 
dear one, and who knows perhaps she has 
lost more than one in the war! She was 
bitter. 

I finally found a room and was about to 
congratulate myself when the 
whom I hired the room told me that I must 
first go and report to the police station of 
the district that I was about to take a room 
with them. I was further told that I must 
also obtain a food card from the same au- 
thorities. 

At the police station I found the officials 
not so rude as the one I had met a few hours 
before. I asked the officer who inspected 
my papers if he would issue my food card 
He grumbled and said: “Ah, you want 
a food card”’ “Did you expect me _ to 
starve?’ I came back jokingly, and felt 
thunder-struck when fre answered in the most 
matter-of-fact tone: “Why not? We are 
starving. Every time we give you foreign- 
ers a food card we go without it ourselves. 
You are eating our bread.” 

I made no answer, because I knew he felt 
what he said. 

I relate this incident to show how even 
a police chief felt as long as sixteen months 
ago. And now the condition is worse; and 
is getting worse every day.

When I made application to the police 
declaring my intention to leave that city 
for Berlin I found out that it was more 
difficult to leave Aix la,Chapelle than to enter 
it.

I left Aix la 
Chapelle thinking that I could do better in 
Berlin, but either [ was peginning to feel 
the pinch more and more or things were get- 
ting worse than I could accustom myself to 
The thing that bothered me the most was-— 
I always felt hungry. Often I would lose 
my control over my stomach and use up more 
than my daily ration. And thet result would 
be—my food card would finish up by Thurs- 


day. Before the potato cards were issued I

them, and after having cooled them would | 
carry them with me and eat them at intervals 

By this means I would make up my bread 

shortage. But after the potato cards had 

been issued things got worse, and we beean

Then followed other ecards until there 
were no other foodstuffs for which cards 
were not issued. 

It must also be remembered that. chil- 
dren—children under 12 years of uge—have 
no right to butter allowances and also chil- 
dren under this age ure allowed only half 
ration of other foodstuffs.

During the excitement someone unthinkingly 
had led the head of the tragic procession 
through the avenue on which stood the Ger- 
man consulate. On passing this building I 
heard about fifty of these Belgians, most of 
women with babes in their arms, cry 
out with shrill voices: “We pray God, 
veur children, too, cry for bread.” ‘Today, 
German children are crying for bread, by the 
millions, dying by the thousands, and in- 
stead of sympathy they receive nothing but 
more curses and taunts. 

I am not overstating when I say that 
‘ermany today resembles a huge, silent, de- 
termined, ead camp. About a year ago Ger- 
mans had ceased to laugh; today they have 
even lost their smiles. It is a sad country. 

People seem-not to care to visit each 
other. At the house where I lived for three 
months at Aix la Chapelle my landlady and 
her sister received not even one social caller. 
People seemed to fear that if they called 
they must also receive callers. They can 
neither offer tea or coffee to their guests; 
they must have their sugar cards with them. 
Cakes are as rare as gold pieces. They 
have no guests at dinner table. They are 
not cultivating social intercoufse. ~ I made 
many friends and called on many: friends, 
and always made it a point to state that I 
wished to either leave them just before meal- 
time or contribute my share by taking my 
food along with me, 

THE WRECKING 
OF ONE HOME. 

At another time, at Aix la Chapelie I 
visited the home of one of the editors of the 
paper on which I had been working. At 
about 9 o’clock the two children, who had 
been put to bed at 7 o’clock, woke up and 
began to cry. I heard one of the little ones 
—who was about 8 years old—cry: “Il am 
hungry. I can not sleep!” 

I asked the father of the children if he 
would permit me to go and See the little 
ones. He suspected that I would give them 
something to eat, and so he objected. I 
disregarded the father and led by the poor 
mother I went to the room where the chil- 
dren had been sleeping. I had a few pieces 
of chocolate and two boiled potatoes in my 
pocket—I always armed myself with these 
delicacies. I sliced the potatoes and also 
made small crumbs of my chocolates and 
thus offered my improvised sandwiches to 
the hungry little ones. 

And-what affected me the most was this: 
When I was soothing the youngest, who was 
sobbing and eating, I caught a glimpse of 
the mother who was in the act of stealing a 
bite of the sandwich from the elder child. I 
immediately left the room and wiped out of 
my eyes several beads cf involuntary tears. 

This is a middle-class home. Although 
they had not much money, it was not the lack 
of money, but it was the lack of available 
family food allowance that was eating up 
the very life of that little unit. 

But that was not all. Four young male 
members of that same family had already 
been conscripted; three of whom had been 
killed and the fourth hopelessly crippled and 
was then an inmate of one of the military 
hospitals! So, out of a happy and prosperous 
family of four young sons, a young daughter 
—who was doing manual labor at her father’s 
establishment—and two healthy youngsters, 
there now remained an aged father, a with- 
ering mother, a pale-faced, sad-eyed daugh- 
ter and two-rstarving children whose caved- 
in little cheeks made one wonder that they 
could manage to live from day to day. 

This is Germany. This was 16 months ago. 
Today it is worse. Daily it is geting worse. 
Is it any wonder that Germany wants peace”?

Peculiarities of the O’ possum. 


(From The National Geographic Magazine.) 

The Virginia opossum (the only species 
occurring in the United States) have from 
5 to 14 young, which at first are naked 
formless little objects, so firmly attached to 
the teats in their mother’s pouch that they 
cannot be shaken loose. Later, when they 
obtain a coating of hair, they are minia- 
ture replicas of the adults, but continue to 
occupy the pouch until the Swarming family 
becomes too large for it. The free toes of 
opossums are used like hands for grasp- 
ing, and the young cling firmly to the fur 
of their mothers while being carried about 
in her wanderings. They are rather slow- 
moving, stupid animals, which seek safety 
by their retiring nocturnal habits and by 
non-resistance when overtaken by the enemy. 
This last trait gave origin to the familiar 
term “playing ‘possum.” 

While hunting at daybreak I once en- 
countered an unusually large old male opos- 
sum on his way home from a night in the 
forest. When we met, he immediately stop- 
ped and stood with hanging head and tail 
and half-closed eyes. I walked up and 
after watching him for. several minutes
